Wasbington ia 1871. I respectfully invite 
the attention of tne Senate te the proposed 
article submitted by the British Government 
with the object of removing the differences 
which seem to prevent the prosecution of the 
arbitration, and request an expressiun by the 
Senate of their dispositiou in regard to the 
advantages and consequences of the formal 
adoption of the articles such a8 are proposed 
by the British Government. The Senate is 
aware that consultation with that body in 
advance of entering into agreemeuts with 
foreign States bad many precedents in the 
existence of the Republic, The Treaty of 
Wasbington asked their advice when the 
question was pending ; the most important 
recently was the precedent of the Oregon 
Boundary Treaty of 1846. Let us follow 
these several precedents, and I desire to con- 
sult the Senate in advance of the agreement 
tu the proposal of Great Britain.
